Stepniak, in his *“ Underground
Russis,” thus describes a secret
printing office of the nihlists:
*+ I went all over the room in which
the work was carried on. The
mochanism was extremely simple.
A few cases, with various kinds of
type ; a little cylinder, just cast, of
a kind of gelatinous substance,
closely resembling carpenter’s glue,
and somewhat pleasant to smell ;
s large heavy oylinder, ocovered
with cloth, which served as the
press; some blacking brushes
and sponges in a pan ; two jars of
printing ink. Everything was ar-
ranged in such a manner that it
could be hidden in a quarter of an
hour in a large clothes press stand-
ing in a corner. They explained to
me the mechanism of the work, and
smilingly tsld me of some little
artifices which they employed to
divert the suspicion of the dvornik
who come every day with water
wood, etc. The system adopted
was not that of not allowing him to
enter, but precisely the reverse.
Under various pretexts, they made
him see the whole of the rooms as
often as possible, baving first re-
moved everything which would ex-
cite suspicion. When these pre-
texts failed others were invented.
Being unable to find a plausible
reason for him to enter the inner
room, Mme. Kriloff one day went
and told him there was a rat there
which must be immediately kill-
ed. The drornik went, and certain-
ly found nothing ; but the trick was
played He had seen the whole of the
rooms, and could bear testimony
that there was absolutely nothing
suspicious in them. Once a month
they invariably had persons fo
clean the flours of all the rooms.”
